the Kentucky legislators stated,

Senators Morton and Cooper ex - 
pressed their “extreme gratifica- 
tion” that the budget provides 
money for the projects, and 
pledged their vigorous support of 
the appropriation through the 
legislative process, 

‘Both Fishtrap and Laurel are 
strategic projectsin a program of 
water resources development so 
vital to economicrecovery of the 
Kentucky mountain region, " they 
commented, “The flood control 
aspects of the Fishtrap Reservoir, 
in particular, will be enormously 
beneficial tothe people through- 
out the Big Sandy Valley, and 
both reservoirs will possess the 
potential for significant econo- 
mie growth,” Senators Morton 
and Cooper stated, 

They said that the lack of an 
adequate flood control system had 
beena major obstacle in attract- 
ing new and diversified industry 
into the area because industrial 
prospects were reluctant to locate 
on sites subject to flooding, 

"Of course, the budget will 
contain other recommendations 
affecting many river projects in 
Kentucky," they said, “but in 
view of the specific interest at- 
tached to Fishtrap and Laurel we 
are calling attention to them at 
this time. " 

Fishtrap Reservoir is essentially 
a flood control structure, and will 
cost approximately $40 million, 
The Laurel River project will be 
designed for flood control stor- 
age, hydro-power generation and 
recreation, Its initial cost is es- 
timated at $21,9 million,
